New Delhi, the 31 st March, 2009 

s.o. 890(E). — Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh 
were declared as disturbed areas under the Armed Forces (Special 
Powers) Act, 1958 w.e.f. 17.9.1991 vide this Ministry’s Notification No. 
603(E) dated 17.9.1991, as, in the opinion of the Central Government, the 
said districts were in such a disturbed and dangerous condition that the 
use of armed forces in aid of civil power was necessary. 

2. The declaration of Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal 
Pradesh as ‘disturbed areas’ was last reviewed in September, 2008 and 
the tenure of declaration of these two districts of Arunachal- Pradesh as 
‘disturbed areas’ was extended upto 31 st March, 2009. 

3. A further review of the law & order situation in these two districts 
has since been undertaken. The National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(issac/Moviah), National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Khaplang), United 
Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) and National Democratic Front of 
Boroland (NDFB) continue to be involved in incidents of violence in these 
two districts. These outfits also continue recruitment of cadres in these 
two districts and have also been indulging in forcible extortion from 
villagers, businessmen and Government employees, These two districts 
are also being used by the underground outfits as transit routes for 
movement to and from their camps in neighbouring country. Intense 
inter-group rivalry between the two factions of National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland has also continued which has further vitiated the law & order 
situation in these two districts. 

4. The Central Government is, therefore, of the opinion that 

continuation of Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh as 
‘disturbed areas’ under the Armed Forces (Special Power) Act, 1958 is 
necessary for a further period of six (6) months with effect from 01 st April 
2009, unless withdrawn earlier. -
